THE THRONE OF THUNDER. 


It IB the Highest Point on the Western 


Side of Africa. 


Mungo Mam Lobeh, the throne, or 


place, of thunder, as the natives call it,- 
the peak of Kamernus as the whites 
call it, is the highest point on the •west- 
ern side of the African continent 


The first vie-w the voyager gets of .it, 


who, coming from the northward, has 
been coasting for weeks along 'low 
shores and tip the stagnant rivers 
£si?ged with mangrove swamp, is a 
tiling no man cftn ever forget. Sudden- 
ly, right -up out of the sea, the great 
mountain rises to its 18; 700 feet, while 
close at hand, to westward, 'towers the 
lovely island mass of Fernando Po to its 
10, lOOfeet, and great as is its first charm 
every time yon see it it becomes greater, 
although it is never the same.-.- Five 
times I have been in the heautifui bay 
at its foot and have.never seen it twice 
alike. Sometimes it,is«wreathed with; 
indigo black tornado clouds, sometimes 
crested with snow, sometimes standing 
ont hard and clear as though made of 
metal, and sometimes softly gorgeous, 
with green, gold, purple and pink vapors 
tinted by the sunset. 


There are only two distinct moun- 


tains, or peaks, to this glorious thing 
that geologists brutally-call "an intru- 
sive mass"—Big Kamenui and Little 
Kamernn. Tho latter, 
Mungo Mah 


Etindah, has not yet been sealed, though 
it is only 5,820 feet. One reason for 
this doubtless is that people desirous of 
going up mountains, a rather rare form 
of human being in fever stricken, over- 
worked west Africa, naturally try for 
the big peak; also the little peak ia 
mostly sheer cliff, and covered with al- 
most impenetrable, bush. Behind the 
Kamerun mountain, inland, there are 
two chains of mountains, or one chain 
deflected, bearing the names of the 
Rumbi and Omon mountains. 


These are little known at present, und 


are clearly no relation of Mungo's. 
They are almost at right angles to it, 
and are, I believe, infinitely older in 
structure, and continuous with the many 
named range we know in Kongo Fran- 
caise as the Sierra del Crystal. In a 
southwest direction from 
Karaenm 


mountain, out iu.tho Atlantic, is » series 
of volcanic islands, presumably belong- 
ing to the same volcrmic lino of activity 
—Principe, 8,000 feet; San Thome, 
4,918 feet, and farther away still, As- 
cencion, St. Helena and the Tristan 
d'Acunha groups.—National Eeview. 


How toe little Insects Ari» Gathered and 


Preparc'd For XTse. 


Tho history of the cochineal insect 


•was for a long timo very obscure, and 
at one time the species employed in 
commerce was considered a kind of 
grain. It was not until near the close of 
the seventeenth century that it "was dis- 
covered to be of insect origin. The in- 
sect is a native of Mexico, where it was 
raised by the Mesicrai Indians long be- 
fore the country v,'as discovered by the 
Spaniards. It is ucny cultivated in some 
of the West ludiu islands and iu a few 
of our -western states, but it ..is in Mex- 
ico only that it is raised in sufficient 
quantities to form tin article of com- 
merce. The inssct is raised on the coch- 
ineal tree, or Indian fig or nopal, which 
is a species of cactus. 


The cochiaeal ia first collected about 


the middle of December. The insects 
are removed from the tree with a knife, 
the edge of which has been blunted, or 
are carefully brushed off with a- squir- 
rel tail. This labor is performed by the 
women. Tho insects are usually killed 
by the application of heat, by baking in 
ovens or by the her.t of tho sun. 


When the cochineal arrives in ths 


market, it is in tho form of a small 
grain, having a convex aiid a, concave 
side, but ?,"ith vory Httio resemblance 
to tiio body of an inject. It is used f01 
dyeing crimson and scarlet and for 
making cnrmino. Cochineal alono yielda 
a'purple color, which, wheii mixed with 
a solution of tin in nitromttriatio acid, 
may be changed to a most beautiful 
scarlet. The discovery is 'said to have 
been made iu this wise: 


A man svho was making a thermome- 


ter placed in his -window an extract of 
cochineal made with boiling water, and 
in some way a vial containing nitre* 
muriatic acid was broken over it. This 
acid changed tho purple dye into a most 
beautiful dark red, and by experiments 
this man soon found that the tin'dis- 
solved in the acid caused the change pf 
color. 'An ingenious dyer at Leyden, 
Holland, brought the discovery, to per- 
fection. The secret afterward'became 
known, and a large dyeing.-establish- 
ment was erected in Paris. This acci- 
dent occurred 800 years.''ago.-—Provi- 
dence Journal .

One ia unalterably opposed to the 


single gold standard and demands the 
immediate restoration of the free and 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting 
for the consent of any other nation. 
The other is opposed to the free coin- 
age of silver, except by international 
agreement, and unless such agreement 
can be obtained, the existing gold stand- 
ard muit be preserved. One is for in- 
dependent action; the other is not. 
One is for immediate free coinage; the 
other is against it, unless by interna- 
tional agreement. 


It is not necessary to ask under 


which flag the farmers, miners and 
common people of Nevada will fight, as 
they have declared their preference, 
but [it is pertinent to inquire, why, if 
the gold standard is a good thing for 
the people, any effort should be made 
to get foreign nations to permit us to 
change it, and if it is not a good thing 
for the country, why not change it at 
once? England will not consent to the 
change, because it wants only a limited 
quantity of money in circulation here, 
and it can buy our wheat and cotton; 
our corn and pork, which it must have, 
for one-half what they would cost if 
money was abundant. 
If the gold 


standard prevails for four years more, 
more, as it certainly will, if Hannaism 
and Clevelandism are indorsed, the 
value of property as measured by gold 
will continue to depreciate, and it ia

The Boston Post has opened its 


columns to tho discussion of the finan- 
cial question.

into the store and I asked whether he 
•was a gold bng or a silver bug. Be- 
plying that he was in favor of silver I 
asked him why, and here is his reply: 


"We poor folks have been voting for 


the party and supporting our favorite 
politicians in the past, and are now 
upon the verge cf a financial crisis. It 
ia time we did something for our own 
interest 
All the bankers, money

escopo Wlien Reversed. 


"Impossibilities Made Possible by 


Means of the Modern Inventions In the 
Electrical Held1' furnished the theme of 
a lecture given recently by Professor G. 
Queroult in the Paris Academy of Sci- 
ences. During some of his experiments 
he hit. upon the idea to turn around 
photographic records and also the series 
of pictures seen through the kinetoscope, 
respectively the kinematograph, Having 
photographed a plant at regular inter- 
vals and shown in the kinetoscope the 
growth, the development of the stem, 
loaves, buds, flowers -and fruit, the 
same consequence of photographic pic 
tares reversed was presented to the eye 
of the astonished academicians,, who 
wondered at the fruit turning into flow- 
ers, flowers into buds, buds drawing 
back into themselves and disappearing, 
the leaves closing, getting smaller and 
disappearing, the stem getting shorter 
and shorter, until the earth closes over it. 


The most incredible things are devel- 


oped before the eyes of the spectator if 
a most ordinary series of such pictures 
is reversed. A drinker takes up an empty 
glass and replaces it full upon the table; 
a smoker sees the stump of a cigar fly- 
ing at him from the floor, takes it to 
his mouth and sees the smoke originate 
in the room, draws it into his. mouth 
and into his cigar, which is gradually 
lengthened and finally replaced in the 
pocket. A wrestler, who has probably 
thrown away his garments, is recovered 
with them by their, so to speak, walk- 
ing up on him into their places, while 
he himself performs motions of which 
we can understand nothing because we 
never saw these most ordinary motions 
performed backward; a man, for in 
stance, seated at a table before an empty 
plate, works hard taking bite after bite 
from his month, until tho chicken is 
whole again on the dish before him, and 
the side dishes are also returned full to 
their respective places. In order to fully 
enjoy an exhibition of the kinetoscope, 
such an exhibition should be completed 
by arranging alongside of each other the 
same scenes in regular order in one ma- 
chine and reversed in another. It would 
ba advisable, however, to inform the 
spectators previous to their looking at 
such a. reversed scries of pictures, for 
otherwise ihc-y might think themselves 
the victim of a dream, a hallucination, 
or something worse.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

The Two 'TJark Days." 


There are two "dark days" men- 


tioned in the annals of New England.

The most intense and prolonged 
darkness, however, was confined to 
Massachusetts, more especially to the 
scabor^d. It, is said to have come from 
the Eoai-hwcsf, but there ia no mention" 
of it rondo iu- th.8 history of-Ohio cr'f.hb 
Virgii)i;;s. The oxact cause still rcmaihs' 
ouo rf tho unexplained mysteries.—St.
